Mosasa, July 18—The Higher Court 
has aunulled the sentence of imprisonment 
passed on Captain Grogan and Mr Gray 
for Hlogging natives at Nairobi who had 
insulted white ladies. : 

The Conrt declared that the magistrate 
erred in not committing the prisoners for 
trial at the sessions, 

It will be remembered’ that Captain 
Grogan and Mr Gray wero sentenced too 
term of imprisonment in Nairobi Gaol as a 
result of inflicting public chastisement on 
throe natives on Morch 14 last: |
